Periodic strikes have been made 
in the intervening years, but after 
Klondike the fever that produced 
stampedes subsided and in Alaska 
today gold-mining is a solid, sub­ 
stantial, well-ordered industry. 
While there are yet hundreds of 
old-time prospectors and miners in 
Alaska, this is very definitely the 
day of the highly trained engineer, 
of draglines, of hydraulic plants, 
of huge pontoon dredges, of the 
application of all scientific and me­ 
chanical developments with which 
men are acquainted. 
Last year Alaska produced gold 
to the value of $28,000,000, and in 
that connection it should be inter­ 
esting to note that from 1880 until 
1938 the production was $780,000,- 
000, 108 times the amount origin­ 
ally paid for the whole territory! 
The taking of gold in Alaska is 
from two distinctly different types 
of deposits—placers and lodes. In 
placer mining the gold, usually in 
small particles, is recovered from 
the sand and gravel; in lodes it 
occurs in the solid rock, usually in 
veins. About three-fourths of the 
territory’s production is from the 
placer deposits. 
The

lode gold is from

Few of the 
enterprising 
and 
versatile speculators and prom ot­ 
ers who came to Missouri in te r­ 
ritorial days could surpass in in­ 
genuity 
and 
accomplishments 
“G eneral” Duff Green, a K entuck­ 
ian by birth who came to Mis­ 
souri soon after the w ar of 1812. 
Green was born on August 15, 
1791, one hundred and forty-eight 
years ago this week, in Woodford 
county. 
Kentucky, 
and 
before 
leaving his native state engaged in 
a variety of undertakings, from 
teaching school to acting 
as 
a 
country merchant. 
He was elect­ 
ed a colonel in the territorial m ili­ 
tia on arriving in his new home, 
and in 1821 was m ade a bigadier- 
general of the state militia. 
This 
gave him the title by which he was 
fam iliarly known the rest of his 
life. 
Green found a wide opportunity 
for land speculation and promotion 


later was chosen to the State sen­ 
ate. 
Although it was 
through 
his 
jounalistic efforts that his political 
influence later reached its great­ 
est heights, G reen was an editor in 
Missouri for only two years. 
He 
bought a part interest in the 
St. 
Louis Enquirer in 1823 and for ft 
i little less than two years was its 
editor.
